New British Dirigible 
A new type of airship recently pat- 
ehted™ in tengiand,-of—-whieh—several 
are being built for the British ‘ mili- 


itary authorities, according to report, 


embodies an attempt to combine the 
advantages of the rigid or Zeppelin 
type of dirigible with those of the 
nonrigid type.

Lime and Gypsum 


Benefits to Soll From Proper Use of 
Lime and Gypsum 
- An explanation of the various pro- 
perties of lime and gypsum may serve 
to dispel some of the contusion which 
apparently exists regarding these two 
substances. 

*it should be noted that there are 
at ast two importent functions 
which lime performs in the soil 
which gypsum cannot perform, Only 
lime wil promote the growth of the 
bacteria which decay vegetable miat- 
ter readily into humivs; and only 
lime will change acid soils ittto the 
slightly alkaline condition hecessary 
for the growth of legumes end many, 
other farm crops. On the other hand, 
only gypsum is abie .to neutralize 
black alkali, 

The term “lime” as agriculturally 
employed includes the following mat- 
erials; burnt lime, caustic lime, 
(oxide of calcium); hydrated or wa- 
ter-slaked lime (hydriate or calcium), 
ground limestone or air-slaked lime 
(carbonate of calcium). Even in an 
agricultural sense the term does not 
include gynsum, 

Lime has the power of shrinking 
clay and making it more pervious to 


looser, ana preventing their packing 
and baking. It serves as a source 


of the element calcium, which is es- 
sential to plant growth. It makes 
“sour” svils “sweet,” changing a. 
acid soi] conditions - to a slightly pro- 
kaline one. These conditions prq- 
duced by ‘ime are necessary to the 
well being of bacceria and other 
micro-organisms of the soil,-arnd—the 
bacteria in turn promote the normal 
decay of soil organic matter. 

Gypsum is a sulphate of calcium 
and therefore is not the same as lime, 
nor any of tue forms of lime men- 
tioned above. The only thing gypsum 
has in common wth the compounds 
of lime is the element calcium, 

On clay soils gypsum exerts a siml- 
lar effect to lime, and serves as a 
source Of calcium. It also stimulates 
the growth of the bacteria of legu- 
minous plants. Gypsum, however, is 
a neutral salt (possesses no alka- 
linity), and therefore does not make 
“-our” soils “sweet” 
as a corrective to sour or acid soils. 

Gypsum is good as a neutfalizer of 
sodium carbonate or “black alkali,” 
overcoming the sticky nature of the 
soil, and chemically changing the al- 
kali into a less harmfull white al- 
kali. 

From one or two tons of the burnt 
lime or of the hydrialed lime, or from 
two to four tons o tlie ground lime- 
stone may be safely. applied to im- 
‘prove the ‘working qualities of heavy 
soils...

ow Seeds Travel 
Some Have Wings, Others Hook on to 
Moving Objects 

Some seeds make journeys with 
wings, and others trave| from place to 
place by attaching themseives to the 
clothes of men or the hai~ of animais; 
still others make their journey in the 
stomachs of birds. These are facts 
that will interest the young people 
who are taking an interest in agricul- 
ture and are working in a garden at 
home or at school According to-the 
United States department of agricul- 
tures specialist, the seed as the start- 
ing point in the life cycle of a plant 
may well be stud:ed first by young 
gardeners, 

The seeds of the maple tree are par- 
ticularly interesting. They are pro- 
vided with wings, and when they be- 
come detached from the parent tree a 
gentle breeze will carry them a con- 
siderable distance from the branch to 
which they are attached. Theré are 
many forms and modifications of the 
winged seed, ms the linden, the born- 
beam, the elm, and the pine. These 
are all common trees from which 
seeds for illustrative purposes can be 
secured, 

Some geeds are also provided with 
parachutes Or umbrellas, not for pro- 
tection from rain ana storm, but for 
purposes of locomotion. The seeds of 
the thistle, the milkweed, and the dan-

Besides these, some seeds are pro-

The result is that a considerable 
percentage of those which are buried 
in this Manner are never rediscovered 
by those hiding them, and in time na- 
ture causes the hard shell to crack 
open, and the wa’mth and moisture of 
th. soil brings the germ contained in 
the kernel into life, and a tree springs 
into existence. It will be noted that 
the nuts which were buried by the 
squirrelg did not germinate immedi- 
ately after being burieu, but waited 
until the warm weather of the spring 
eame before they put forth their ten- 
der shoots.
